REMARKS 

An Examiner's Interview Summary Record (PTO-413) was attached with Advisory 
Action dated November 15, 2004. Applicant has contacted the Examiner on August 26, 2004 to 
schedule and conduct an in person interview. The Examiner, however, indicated that he does 
not have time to conduct a formal interview but indicated that he is willing to briefly discuss the 
prior art references over the telephone. 

During the informal telephonic interview on August 26, 2004, the Examiner indicated 
that he believes the "not" recited in claim 1 to be inherent and overly broad. Applicant, however, 
directed Examiner's attention to the recitation of "determining whether or not. . ..based on layer 3 
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packet filter information." The Examiner appeared to agree that this feature is not taught by 
Williams. The Examiner, however, believed that he would be able to find a reference showing 
this feature and issue a § 103 rejection. The Examiner further appeared to agree that there are 
significant differences between the features of claim 2 and Williams but indicated that he would 
need to perform additional search and fiirther consider claim 2. 

It is respectfiiUy submitted that the instant STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF 
INTERVIEW compHes with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §§1.2 and 1.133 and MPEP §713.04.
